THE BEST FRUITING ORANGES. 


The large-fruited and large-growing Oranges and Lemons, budded on the Trifoliata 
Orange, dwarfs them into lovely little bushes for pots or tubs; but they will be just as 
fruitful and bear just as large and fine-flavored fruit as the big trees in Florida.
